Dr. Monger told the conference the 
water supply of 3.000,000 
Ohioans 
comes from lakes and rivers, depend­ 
ent upon purification processes for 
their 
safety. 
He 
cited 
instances 
where, if pollution is not soon check­ 
ed, cities either must treat their wa­ 
ter supplies twice before using or are 
unable to use them at all. 
Reviewing the history cf typhoid 
fewer in the state, Dr. Monger showed 
precautionary measures in safeguard­ 
ing water supplies had reduced the 
death rate from this disease from 28.6 
per 10^,000 inhabitants in 1909 to 5.1 
in 1923.

“All uses to which 
water can be put have their severest 
test at time of lowest water," he said. 
“A s tr e e t which carries constantly 
the same volume of pollution may be 
harmless during spring floods, rela­ 
tively inocuous at normal levels, and 
a deadly menace when the water is 
low ”

The pigs eating the stand­ 
ing corn made slightly more rapid 
gains and made IOO pounds of pork on 
6 per cent less concentrates than tho 
pigs fed corn In fbi* yard. 
Unless weather Is unfavorable rh.* 
pigs will pick up the corn as clean us 
though It were husked. 
Rape or soy 
beans In the corn make an Ideal sup­ 
plement, or else give them access to 
alfalfa, clover or rape pasture In ad­ 
dition to the standing corn, lf avidin 
hie. If the pigs get no supplementary 
trreen forage as noted, then be sure to 
feed some protein concentrate or skim 
milk.
